It showed that, without exception, 
the Democratic nominees were 
credited with from 23 to 34 votes 
more by the precinct returns than 
shown in the recount, while the

“Vessels Will Be $75,000,000 More World's 
Strongest Air Force Planned.

navy gave new impetus to the ad-| 
ministration’s armament program 
today with orders for the construc- 
tion of three 35,000-ton battleships 
at an expected cost of $150,000,000. 

Officials said armament and am- 
munition outlays not included in 
the construction costs would raise 
the total expenditure for the three 
dreadnaughts to $225,000,000, 

Beginning of work on a fourth 
battleship was delayed pending fur- 
ther study of the bid received, 
which was said to be considered 
high by naval experts. 

Secretary Swanson awarded con- 
tracts for the construction of two 
ships by private shipbuilders at 
Newport News, Va., and Quincy, 
Mass. The third ship will be built 
in the Norfolk (Va.) Navy Yard. 

Two other battleships now are 
under construction in Government 
yards in Philadelphia and New 
York. The navy also announced 
today that the 10,000-ton cruiser 
Wichita, built at Philadelphie, had 
been finished and was being fitted 
out to join the fleet. Capt. Thad- 
deus A. Thomson Jr., naval attache’ 
at Rome, was summoned home to 
take command. 

Big Air Force to Be Built. 

Simultaneously, from an influen- 
tial house member came the predic- 
tion that the greatly-increased air 
force proposed for the army would |. 

The 
new battleships will not be ready 
to join the fleet for at least five 
years.

Louise M. Hamilton’s suit to collect

Mrs. Hamilton, keeper of a room- 
ing house in Kansas City, Kan., 
based her claim on a promissory 
note which she declared that Judge 
Pollock gave her Nov. 25, 1936, two 
months before his death, because of 
an earlier romantic attachment be- 
tween them. Probate Judge Bert 
E. Rogers of Olathe, in a ruling 
last May, declared the note valid, 
and Mrs. Beulah B. Pollock, the 
Judge’s widow, appealed from that 
decision to the District Court. 

Notice of dismissal of Mrs. Pol- 
lock's appeal, filed yesterday, indi- 
cated the fact of a settlement out 
out court, but not the terms. If 
funds of the estate were paid to 
Mrs. Hamilton or someone repre- 
senting her, that fact would be like-

Mrs. Hamilton said she met 
Judge Pollock, then a widower, on a 
train near Los Angeles in 1916, and 
that when their acquaintance was 
renewed in Kansas City in 1923, 
they became engaged to marry. She 
went to Los Angeles, she said, and 
received a letter there from Judge 
Pollock, telling of his expectations 
in connection with a case in his 
court, and stating that he antici- 
pated settling $100,000 on her and 
building her a $50,000 house. 

Later, she said, an emissary of 
Judge Pollock asked her for this 
letter, but she refused to surrender 
it, and kept it until she received 
the $25,000 note. She said Judge 
Pollock's second marriage, in Los 
Angeles in 1924, came as a surprise 
to her, She told also of losing $2000 
in an apartment house investment 
in Los Angeles, made on the judge's 
advice. 

She returned to Kansas City and 
got a job as file clerk with the 
Federal Reserve Life Insurance Co., 
a concern then in receivership in 
Judge Pollock's court. She said 
that after various communications

PERTH, Scotland, Nov. 19.—The 
Duke of Atholl resigned as presi- 
dent and member of a club of his 
wife's constituents today when it 
refused to renominate her for a 
sixth term in the House of Com- 
mons, 

With the Duke presiding, the 
Kinross and West Perth Unionist 
Association voted 173 to 167 to in- 
struct its council to name a can- 
didate “who will support the Prime 
Minister’s policy of peaceful un- 
derstanding in Europe.” 

The outspoken Duchess of Atholl, 
friendly to Government Spain and 
opposed to Prime Minister Cham- 
berlain's foreign policy, has refused 
to follow the conservative whip in 
Commons. 

Bristling at the vote, her hus- 
band, a soldierly Scot, immediately 
resigned, and declared the Duch- 
ess would run as an independent. 
“And she's bound to be elected,” 
he snapped.

BERLIN, Nov. 19.—Nazi Ger- 
many broadened its campaign to 
eradicate all possible traces of Jew- 
ry from national life today. 

Protestant churches in some 
parts of the country were ordered 
to eliminate the word Jehovah, 
taken from the Hebrew for God 
and Old Testament names of Jew- 
ish prophets. 

Friederich Werner, president of 
the Supreme Evangelical Church 
Council, who has authority only in 
North Germany, issued the order. 
His action is said to have followed 
threats in parts of Saxony that 
Christian churches permitting the 
use of such names would be set on 
fire. 

Wealthy Jews in Nurnberg, ac- 
cording to advices received in Mu- 
nich, were forced to sign over 90 
per cent of their possessions to the 
German Labor Front, then were 

did to leave the city within three 
months. 

A mass eviction of Jews was re- 
ported in Vienna. In Berlin thou- 
sands clamored in vain for permis- 
sion to leave while officials debated 
ways and means of letting them go. 

Lay teachers of religion in public 
schools asked that pastors and 
priests assume such instruction. 
They explained no German teacher 
could interest Nordic pupils in 
“Jew-written Psalms” and Old Tes- 
tament history. 

A police order was issued today 
forbidding Jews to use bridle paths. 
Fourth Loan of Year. 

These developments occurred in 
other spheres: 

1. In Memel, a 1099-square-mile 
Lithuanian area detached from 
Germany by the Versailles treaty, 
the formation was announced of 
a uniformed German youth move- 
ment like the Hitler Youth in Ger- 
many. 

2. The government announced its 
fourth loan this year “to meet 
liquidity in the money market.” It 
was in the form of treasury bills 
amounting to 1,500,000,000 marks 
($600,000,000), the same as the loan 
announced Oct. 1 “for continuing 
the tasks assumed by the Reich 
government.” 

3. The Defense Minister of the 
Union of South Africa, Oswald Pi- 
row, conferred with Foreign Minis- 
ter Joachim von Ribbentrop, possi- 
bly about Germany’s interest in the 
return of its colonies, lost after the 
War. 

4. Newspapers devoted big head- 
lines to reports of unrest and “re- 
volt” by armed bands in the Czecho- 
slovak province of Ruthenia. (The 
official news agency in Prague de 
nied the existence of a revolt, but 
said Hungarian-Polish terrorists 
had killed six persons.) 

5. Authenticated reports accumu- 
lated in offices of foreign missions 
regarding the killing of Jews in dis- 
turbances that followed the shoot- 
ing to death of Ernst Vom Rath, 
secretary in the German Embassy 
in Paris, by a young Jew last week. 

6. Seventy-five foreign newspapers 
were seized and their sale forbidden 
in Berlin. Apparently this was be- 

cause they described anti-Jewish 

activities in Germany. 
Many dews Murdered. 

Various envoys asked themselves 
how many German Jéws had paid 
with their lives for the assassina- 
tion. Cases on file in one diplo- 
matic office included: 

Hermann Fuerstenheim, director 
of a large firm in Chemnitz, was 
shot to death in the cellar of his 
home. His ashes were delivered 
later to his family. A medical doc- 
tor named Lewin, of Polzin, was

A Duesseldorf restaurant owner 
named Markus was forced to watch 
the demolition of his property. Aft- 
erward he was killed.

FROM JOBS WN ITALY 


Average of One to Each Family 
Ousted. Under New Racial 
Laws. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, Nov. 19.—Italy’s new 


racial laws, expected to reduce 
most of Italy’s Jewish breadwin- 
ners to the position of small trades- 
men, are said to have resulted in 
discharge of 15,000 Jews from Gov- 
ernment and private jobs in the 
past few days. 

As the Government has estimated 
Italy's 57,425 Jews are in approxi- 
mately 15,000 families, estimates of 
the newly unemployed Jews indi- 
eate an average of one in each 
family has lost a job. 

Usually reliable sources reporting 
the action said it was in compli- 
ance with the decreé of Nov. 10 
excluding Jews from. Government 
positions, restricting their busi- 
nesses and professions. and forbid- 
ding their marriage to Italian 
“Aryans.” 

Virtually the only occupations 
left open to Jews are operation of 
small businesses and manual labor 
and presumably the 15,000 now are 
looking for these types of work. 
The Italian press notes that few 
Jews are laborers. 

Economic Distress Delayed. 
Immediate economic distress of 
the displaced Jews was . believed 
to have been averted by a provi- 
sioh that discharged Jews are to 
receive the usual legal indemnity 
of one month’s salary for every 
year of service, and pensions 
where they have earned them, 
Also seeking new jobs are an un- 
determined number of non-Jewish 
servants of the Jewish families 
that no longer may employ “Aryan” 
domestics. 
Police in the last few days have 
visited at least, some of Rome's 
Jewish households to notify serv- 
ants they must quit immediately. 
Another phase of the racial laws, 
the. marriage provisions, was re- 
ported to be the subject of negotia- 
tions by Father Pietro Tacchi-Ven- 
turi, Rector of Rome’s Church of 
Jesus ana a noted peacemaker be- 
tween the Fascist Government and 
the Church. 


Pope Writes a Protest. 
Father Tacchi-Venturi was re- 
ported to be seeking a solution of 
the dispute over the bar on mar- 
riages between “Aryan” and “non- 
Aryan” Italians. Pope Pius has 
personally protested against the 
bar in letters to both Premier Mus- 


solini and King Vittorio Emanuele. 

Italian newspapers, while report- 
ing Germany’s reaction to foreign 
criticism of Nazi anti-Semitism, ig- 
nored the situation of Italian 
Jews.

ROOSEVELT PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO COLUMNIST WHO DIED 


Praising Newspaper Men at Ban- 
quet, He Calls Rodney Dutcher 
a “Gentleman of the Press.” 

By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, speaking at the Na- 
tional Press Club’s annual dinner 
tonight, recalled a dozen newspaper 
men with whom he had worked 
in the past 25 years and praised 
them as “objective” reporters, ° 

Standing in the center of a long 
dinner table in the Press Club audi- 
torium, the President said Rodney 
Dutcher, a Washington correspond- 
ent found dead at his désk today, 
was a “gentleman of the press.” 

Dutcher, 37 years old, died of a 
heart attack. He had been in the 
newspaper business since he was 
16, starting his career in Worcester, 
Mass. For the last 11 years he had 
been writing a daily column on 
national and political affairs. 

The President broke a precedent 
when he permitted publication ot 
his praise for the newspaper man. 
Presidential remarks at dinners of 
the Press Club, the Gridiron Club 
and the White House Correspond- 
ents’ Association are traditionally 
“off the record.” | 

The President joked with mem- 
bers of the club about entertain- 
ment provided earlier in the eve- 
ning which, in some instances, 
poked fun at portions of the New

Aside from men, Swanson re 
ported the expanding Navy re 
quired additional officers, an “or- 
derly program” of warship con- 
struction toward the authorized 20 
per cent increase in total tonnage, 


more auxiliaries and aircraft tend- 


ers, and additional shore bases for 
ships and planes. 

‘Regardless of what he pictured 
as deficiencies, Swanson said that 
“the efficiency, morale and spirit 
of the Navy have never been high- 
er.” * 

“The fleet is prepared to execute 
at short notice its most vital func- 
tion, and that is to keep.a war at 
a distance from our coasts and to 
bring the war to a close by defeat- 
ing the enemy's navy at sea,” he 
told the President. 

On June 30, the end of the fiscal 
year, the Navy had 100 vessels 
or appropriated for, a 
greater number than any Power, 
though Great Britain’s 98 ships 
were larger. 

Swanson reported that in the fis- 
cal year the Navy operated 347 vés- 
sels of all types. Twenty-seven 
new craft, including five light 
cruisers and 12 destroyers, were 
placed in commission. Seventy 
were actually under construction. 

On June 30, the Navy had 1390 
first-line warplanes and 115 obso- 
lescent planes on hand, and 642 air- 
¢raft on order, an increase of 205 
on hand or building within a year. 

Hint of Larger Battleships. 

Swanson conveyed a hint of larg- 
er battleships to come in noting 
the 1936 London treaty had been 
amended to permit craft of 45,000 
tons, and added: “Recommenda- 
tions will be made during the com- 
ing year as to the tonnage of our 
future battleship which will best 
— the needs of national secur- 

y.” N 8 

The ei battleshipe the navy is 
building or has funds for are all of 
35,000 tons. Models already are un- 
dergoing tests here for craft of up- 
wards of 45,000 tons, designed to 
be the mightiest fighting craft in 
history. 

Aside from enlisted men, Swan- 
son said that on June 30 there were 
6565. naval line officers, whereas 
7211 were required for the navy of 
full treaty strength which Congress 
authorized in 1934 and is now ap- 
proaching completion. 

This shortage of 646 will be pro- 
gtessively ‘relieved, however, he 
said, with the graduation of succes- 
sive classes from the naval acad- 
emy. Further prospective losses 
were reduced by Congress with a 
promotion Jaw this year which per- 
mits retention of officers who oth- 
erwise would havé been forced to 
retire on failing to win promotion. 

Swanson repeated “emphatically” 
that the officers’ pay should be in- 
creased, noting that it averaged but 
10 per cént more than the level of 
1908, whereas “the cost of living 
has increased 80 per cent mean- 
time.” 

Other recommendations included: 

1. Additional replacements for 
auxiliaries which are “slow and 
overage.” Swanson commented that 
despite new construction, “the sta- 
tus of our naval auxiliaries is only 
slightly improved.” 

2. Creation of a merchant marine 
of modern, fast, efficiently manned

Asked by the reporter what steps 
he had taken to assure himself 
that Baker’ was properly protect, 
ed, Miller said he had left the mat- 


ter entirely to the police, He would 


not say what members of. the po- 
lice department he had consulted 
on the matter. 

Woodward said he had received 
a written report from police on 
where Baker was hidden, but had 
immediately returned it to the Po- 
lice Department. He did this, he 
said, as a measure of precaution 
because he did not want the infor- 
mation to be in his files for fear it 
somehow might become known. _ 

Police Commissioner Otto F 
Harting told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “There must be a leak 
somewhere—very bad.” He said he 
did not mean to imply the leak was 
in the police department, 


Chief Glassco’s Comment. 


Chief Glassco told a reporter he 


had urged Lieut. Dirrane to take 
every safeguard possible to protect 
Baker, knowing the caliber of the 
men we had to deal with.” 


“T left the entire matter to Dir- 


rane,” the Chief added. “He told 
me a short time later he had _ nid- 
den Baker in a safe place where 
he would be entirely out of reach. 
I did not ask him where he was 
hidden and I did not want to know. 
I just thought the more there were 
wno knew about it the greater was 
the chance of a leak.” 

From time to time, Chief Glassco 
said, Lieut. Dirrane told him he 
had been in touch with Baker that 
he was available as a witness when 
wanted, and was “absolutely safe.” 

“The big thing I want to know 
now,” the Chief added, “is now did 
it leak out?” 

Found Own Hiding Place. 

Baker’s hiding place was one that 
he found for himself. Ina detailed 
statement he gave late yesterday to 
Prosecuting Attorney 
John H. MeNatt of St. Louis Coun- 
ty he said he went there in Septem- 
ber, and, after he arrived, wrote to 
Lieut. Dirrane to inform him were 
he was. 

Lieut. Dirrane and Sergt. Shelton 
were not available to reporters yes- 
terday. They were in the field, in- 
vestigating the attack on the wit- 
ness they had been assigned 
to protect, and departed, in the aft- 
ernoon, for his Southeast Missouri 
hideout. 

Londe, Associates Questioned. 

Held for questioning with Bald- 

win were Londe, John F. (Bab) 
Moran, recording secretary of the 
union which Baldwin heads, and 
Carl Fiorito, a gunman and former 
convict who associates. with the 
others held. All four were viewed 
at the hospital by Baker, who said 
none of them was one of his assail- 
ants. 
The secretary of the bartenders’ 
union, Miss Helen ‘Neil, was also 
taken to police headquarters for 
questioning. Miss Neil, who lives at 
4314 Lindell boulevard, was taken 
from the office of the union at 
Grand boulevard and Olive street. 
Chief of Detectives John J. Carroll 
told reporters she gave no informa- 
tion of value. 

Baker, in describing the auto- 
mobile in which he was driven back 
to St. Louis, said it was a dark — 
he thought black—Pontiac sedan. 
A Pontiac automobile was found 
in front of the resort at which 
Baldwin was arrested, but it was 
maroon, and a two-door coach, not 
a four-door sedan such as Baker 
described. ä 

The deserted shack in which 
Baker was shot is on Creve Coeur 
Mill road, about five miles from 
the St. Louis waterworks station 
at Howard's Bend, to which the 
wounded Baker finally made ‘his. 
way about 2:30 o’clock yesterday 
morning. 

It is across the road and about 
300 yards away from the resort, op- 
erated by Michael Duffy and Dan 
Zimmer, at which Baldwin was ar- 
rested. Duffy and Zimmer, before 


opening their present establishment, 


operated their resort at the build- 
ing in which Baker was shot. 
Left for Dead. 

Baker, left for dead by his as- 
sailants, crawled from the house 
when they had gone and was hiding 
in the weeds when they returned, 
sometime later. He saw them enter 
the house, search it with flash 
lights, and when they came out he 
heard one of them say, “Drive like 
hell,” 

Deputy sheriffs found that the 
floor in a room adjoining the one 
in which Baker was shot had been 
ripped up beneath a staircase and 
a hole four feet deep, two and a 


half feet wide and five feet long, 


had been dug in the earth. Cement 
was piled loosely on top of the 
freshly dug earth. In another room 
they found a sack of lime. 

These circumstances led deputy 
sheriffs to the conclusion that the 


men who shot Baker had ‘returned 


with the intention of burying him. 
Two Deputy Sheriffs, each armed 
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47 top, right, the abandoned 

clubhouse on Creve. Coeur 
Mill road in which LEE BAKER 
(bottom right) was shot and left 
for dead. Questioned by police 
in the case were SYLVESTER 
(BABE) BALDWIN, (top left), 
JOHN.R. (BAB) MORAN, and 
CARL FIORITO (bottom left). 


Baker grazed his right shoulder, 
ranging up through the right side 
of his face to emerge below his 
eye. The other went through his 
neck, from right to left. In the 
room where he was shot Deputy 
Sheriffe recovered two .380-caliber 
cartridges and a spent bullet. 


Bakers’ Statement. 


Baker, in his statement to Mc- 
Natt, said he had been staying at a 
place known as Trailback Farm. 
“The St. Louis police sent you 
there?” McNatt asked. . “No,” 
Baker replied, “I wrote back and 
told them where I was.” 

Baker said he could not remem- 
ber who, besides the police and hts 
aunt, might have known where he 
was hiding. 

“There were two men that shot 
me,” he said. “They came down 
there in the country in a 1938 four- 
door Pontiac sedan. I as at the 
Trailback Store when I first saw 
them, about 2:30 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon, 

“One of them told me the Lieuten- 
ant sent them. He said the Lieuten- 
ant told them to give me some 
money if I needed any. And I said 
I could use some, because my over- 
coat and my suit of clothes needed 
pressing. He gave me $5. I got my 
clothes and put them in the back 
of his car. 

“They both came back and we 
drove off. We stopped in some lit- 
tle town and got two half pints of 
whisky. I don’t know what town it 
was. They got it at a drug store 
called the City Drug Store. That 
was about two and a half hours aft- 
er we started for St. Louis. 

Stop for Gasoline. 

“Right after sundown, about four 
or five miles farther on, we stopped 
at a filling station and bought 10 
gallons of gas. There were two 
white pumps at the filling station. 

The drug store and the filling 
station were both on Highway 61, 
on the right side of the road. 

“We drove on, and when we got 
near where they shot mie, one of 
them said he had to go down and 
see a guy about going hunting. He 
told me they were going to go hunt- 
ing there the next day, because 
50 had four days off. 

“I said ‘Yes, sir,’ and he went over 
to a house, a clubhouse where 
women were dancing, There was 
a name Zimmer or something like 
that on the club, ; 

“The big fat one went in thére 
for a while and tuen he came out. 
He told his partner that the guy 
had gone over to the house and got 
drunk. So he said we'd go over 
there. We went over to the house 
and he flashed a light on it. 

“All three of us went in. They 
were behind me and all at once he 
shot and hit me—the little fellow 
shotme. When he shot me, I fell 


on my stomach. And the little one 


said to the big one, ‘You'd better 
shoot the— again,“ 80 
he put his pistol right on my neck, 
I could feel the pistol, And he 
shot me again.

Nor Did Police Have Any Re- 
quest From Circuit Attorney, 
Chief Says. 


Chief of Police John H. Glassed 
said to u Post-Dispatch. reporter 
last night that the reason Lee Bak - 
er, Negro witness in the Londe 
‘| bombing case, was not provided 
with a police guard was that neith- 
er Baker nor the Circuit Attorney's 
office had requested such a guard, 

There are four detention rooms 
at Police Headquarters, equipped 
with beds and shower baths. Glass- 
co said these quarters were used 
for material witnesses only at the 
request of the Circuit Attorney or 
when a witness himself asked pro- 
tection. 


The present guard for Baker at 
St. Louis County Hospital — four 
deputy sheriffs working two at a 
time on 12-hour shifts—was ar- 
ranged after a conference between 
city detectives and the Sheriff's of- 
fice, the Chief said, adding that he 
considered the arrangement satis- 
factory. He pointed out that Bak- 
er's condition does not permit his 
removal to a city institution. The 
guards at the hospital were select- 
ed from among the Sheriff's staff 
of 25 salaried deputies. 

The attempt to kill Baker recalls 
two murders of Negro witnesses in 
criminal cases. 

John C. Johnson, important wit- 
ness against the kidnapers of Dr. 
Isaac D. Kelley, was slain May 13, 
1934, at the home of Deputy Sher~ 
iff Harry Newbold of St. Louis 
County, where he was in protective 
custody. Murder charges against 
Monroe (Blackie) Armes and John

able to find an important witness, 
Armes is now in Federal prison at

Erris Pillow, Negro bank mes- 
senger, was shot to death in front 
of his home May 9, 1921. Pillow 
had identified Jimmy Hogan, a 
gangster, as one of the men who 
had robbed him. Hogan, tried five 
times for the robbery, was finally 
acquitted. No one was convicted 
of the murder.

The 
most favored appeared to be for- 
mer Premier Edouard Herriot, now 
president of the chamber. 

Today Daladier is governing 
France with a majority of the dep- 
uties against him. His own party 
split last night on the financial 
program, nine of the 112 radical 
Socialists deputies voting against 
the program ani 31 abstaining 
from voting. 

At least 320 of the 618 votes in 
the chamber can be counted against 
Daladier.

Opening of hearings on the mer- 
its of the ouster proceeding was de- 
layed for more than a year due to 
controversy over jurisdictional 
questions, involving a point raised 
by defense counsel that the exclu- 
sive legal remedy for ouster of a 
county officer was by filing a 
complaint in the Circuit Court, and 
not by quo warranto proceedings in 
the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court last Septem- 
ber overruled this contention and 
held it had jurisdiction of the quo 
warranto proceeding to oust Wy- 
more. The ruling opened the way 
for filing of such ouster proceed- 
ings by the Attorney-General 
against any county: officer, except 
those who may be removed only by 
impeachment, directly in the Su- 
preme Court instead of in local Cir- 


euit Courts.

Visitors are told of Reed’s long and often 
stormy career, of his sometimes strong New 
Deal leanings, and of his break with ex-Gov. 
Alf Landon, to whom he taught the political 
game, and who was twice his campaign man- 
ager, but whom he did not actively support for 
the governorship or the presidency. This 
breach was outwardly healed when Landon 
made a speech for Reed this fall. 

Ratner, some of the townsfolk think, is on 
his way to points beyond the Topeka State- 
house.

HERE has been much talk in 


This is all true as far as it goes, 
but it ignores one fundamental 
fact: English workers are in a 
strong bargaining position and 
have the benefit of much social 
legislation because they are repre- 
sented in Parliament by their own 
powerful Labor party, 

No Leader in Sight. 

Since the end of the World War— 
and Labor’s real influence dates 
from then, even though the party 
had its beginning with the passage 
of the Reform Act of 1862%—the un- 
jonists have formed two Govern- 
ments; and there are optimists in 
the Labor party today who think it 
will form another Cabinet—the first 
Labor Government with a real ma- 
jority in Parliament—as a result of 
the Conservative Chamberlain Gov- 
ernment’s handling of the Czecho- 
slovakian crisis. 

This seems unlikely because the 
English have an inbred tendency to 
vote Conservative whenever there is 
trouble in the air. Even if the 
speeches of Duff Cooper, Churchill 
and Eden would help them to get 
over this inatinet, the Labor party 
just now affords no outstanding fig- 
ure behind whom the whole nation 
might .unite. There simply is no 
personality like Ramsay MacDon- 
ald on the Labor horizon. 


The Chamberlain Government is 
aware of this; otherwise it would 
have been more hesitant to fly in 
the face of the Labor party’s recent 
Blackpool declaration on the settle- 
ment of the Sudeten question. In 
that declaration, Labor gave its full 
support to the Benes Government in 
Czechoslovakia, and stated that the 
time had come “for a positive and 
unmistakable lead for collective de- 
fense against aggression and to 
safeguard peace.” 

It is significant that the working- 
men of Europe’s two great democ- 
racies, France and England, were 
more willing to enter a war than 
were their statesmen. Principles 
seemed to mean much more at un- 
ion headquarters in Transport 
House than in Downing Street. 


8,000,000 Votes. 

However, there can be little doubt 
that Chamberlain’s policy of peace 
at any price struck a responsive 
chord in England, and the Conserv- 
atives may well use the Blackpool 
declaration in the next electoral 
campaign to brand Labor as the 
“war party.” Nevertheless, most 
observers agree that Labor can 
hardly fail to poll 8,000,000 or more 
votes—enough to make the Con- 
servative majority a bit precarious. 
In the last general electidn, in 
1935, Labor got 8,326,131 votes to 10,- 
498,310 for the victorious Conserva- 
tives. Of course, one must add to 
this total more than another mil- 
lion votes polled by the National 
Liberal, National Labor and Nation- 
al parties which joined the Conserv- 
atives in forming, the present par- 
liamentary majority. The strength 
of the Conservative fringe, however, 
is offset by the Liberal and Inde- 
endent Liberal parties, which make 
up the third important bloc in Par- 
liament and are disposed to side 
with Labor. 


The obvious conclusion is that, at 
worst, Labor probably will continue 
to be a very powerful Opposition. 
Such an Opposition may be flouted 
in an international crisis when there 
is not much room for practical dif- 
ference between parties, but it can- 
not be ignored on domestic ques- 
tions, The Conservatives must per-

Researcher Reports on Taum Sauk. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

BOUT a year ago, in the Post-Dis- 

patch, numerous theories were ex- 
pounded concerning the origin of the 
name “Taum Sauk,“ name of the highest 
peak in Missouri. I have attempted to 
find the answer., 

The word “Taum” I believe to be a re- 
cent corruption of “Tom”—still in general 
use in the vicinity of the mountain. 
“Tom” I believe to be an Americanized 
version of Ton, which is an abbrevation 
of the Indian Tonga, meaning Big. My 
conclusion is that Tonga Sauk, later 
shortened to Ton Saug, was the original 
name and signifies Big Sauk. “Tonga” is 
authenticated by frequent usage in early 
historical accounts. Has-ha-ka-Tonga, 
meaning Big Crow, was an Osage chief, 
also known as Big Soldier. Ong-pa- 
Tonga, meaning Big Elk, was an Omaha 
chief. Likewise, Ton, Tom and Tam are 
repeatedly found. 

The “Sauk” part of the mountain’s name 
has a foundation as solid as the moun- 
tain itself. It is the name of the Algon- 
quin tribe affiliated with the “Fox,” and 
generally referred to by the English as 
the “Sauk-Fox,” and by the French as 
the “Sac-Reynard” tribes. Originally a 
Canadian tribe, they were driven out of 
Canada by the Iroquois. The Indians 
called themselves Saukees,“ which the 
French corrupted to Sakis and Sac, and 
the English and Americans to Sauk. I 
found it variously spelled: Sauk, Saukee, 
Sawkee, Shaki, Osaukee, Osauki, Ozau- 
kee, Sawk, Saque, Sacque, Sake and 
Sac, to quote but part of the confusing 
variants. 

At the time of the Louisiana Purchase, 
the Sauk-Fox tribes occupied the region 
north of the Missouri River, on both sides 
of the Mississippi. The Sauk were an 
extremely erratic tribe, and their war 
parties, marauding and hunting expedi- 
tions frequently penetrated as far south 
as the White River. Their usual route 
crossed the Missouri at the mouth of 
the Gasconade and followed up that 
stream into the Ozark country. Occasion- 
ally they came down the Mississippi, and 
it ig more than likely that they fre- 
quently visited the Arcadia Valley and 
the vicinity of Taum Sauk Mountain. 
The warriors of the tribe, like the Osage, 
were tall and well formed, and it is pos- 
sible that this fact may have suggested 
the naming of the tallest of Missouri's 
mountains Tonga Sauk, meaning the Big 
Sauk, BERT LOEWENSTEIN.

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A MISSOURI CLASSIC. 


Kansas City gangster and politician, who has just 
received his twenty-seventh continuance on a charge 
of intent to kill former Sheriff Thomas B. Bash. 
Scheduled to go to trial last Monday, after five years 
of procrastination, the case was continued at the re- 
quest of that celebrated Kansas City prosecutor, W. 
W. Graves—celebrated for the number of crooks he 
has not prosecuted. 

Since 1915, Gargotta, a henchman of the late gang- 
ster, John Lazia, has been arrested 35 times for 
grand larceny, attempted burglary, carrying con- 
cealed weapons, frequenting a gambling house and 
other charges, but he has had remarkable immunity 
from punishment. In only two cases was he even 
prosecuted, and the only time the law caught up with 
him was in 1921, when he was fined $100 in Fed- 
eral court on a liquor charge. 

On Aug. 12, 1933, Sheriff Bash caught Gargotta 
red-handed at the scene of a gang murder, at which 
one. Ferris Anthon was killed. Gargotta, after firing 
several shots at the Sheriff, dropped his pistol, as 
the Sheriff related, “threw up his hands and screamed 
for me not to shoot him.” Gargotta was tried for 
murder in State court, but was acquitted under un- 
savory circumstances. One of the responsible fac- 
tors was the perjured testimony of a city detective, 
who, after telling the same lies in a Federal court 
case, growing out of the murder, was sentenced: to 
prison for four years. ä 

In Federal court, Gargotta was charged with pos- 
sessing stolen army pistols and was defended by 


trict Attorney. He was sentenced to three years in 
prison and fined $5000, but the conviction was set 
aside on appeal. 

The most clear-cut charge against Gargotta is the 
one of attempting to murder Bash, which is sup- 
ported by eye-witness testimony, but as the Post-Dis- 
patch pointed out on May 9, 1937, “So influential are 
the gangster’s mysterious connections that he walks 
the streets a free man, with but scant possibility 
that he ever will be brought to trial.” | 

It is a familiar phenomenon in American municipal

icy of the United States were never more 

pressing and harder to answer than they 
are at this moment. Recent international 
developments have upset not only the bal- 
ance of Europe but many of the comfortable 
assumptions on which the American attitude 
toward the world has hitherto been based. 
Where are we going now? Has this gov- 
ernment a “line” which can still be followed? 
If so, what is this line, and what changes 
are indicated to adapt the American position 
to present realities? 

These questions the writer put to the 
President in the course of a recent talk. 
Mr. Roosevelt is always ready, even eager, 
to discuss foreign affairs. Like other 
capitals, Washington is facing two ways, 
uncertain whether the world is entering 
another Napoleonic era or an era of ap- 
peasement, In its uncertainty it is pre- 
paring for both, and it is this double-edged 
policy which makes it seem to be constantly 
contradicting itself. 

In the President’s view this contradiction 

more apparent than real. He holds that 
we have to move in opposite directions at 
the same time in order to reach the same 
objective. We have to keep on enunciating 
moral principles, he says, to keep the record 
straight. Simultaneously, we have to arm. 
Now that parades of force have the effect 
of real battles, now that the weight of a 
nation’s influence equals the weight of its 
armaments, “you have to carry a big gun,“ 
he smiles, even to sit at peace tables,”

inauguration Mr. Roosevelt advocated a 
search for international economic readjust- 
ments to restore world trade.

| Speech at the dedication of the Kingston 


Bridge last summer was significant because 
it proclaimed this purpose. In publicly com- 
mitting this country to the defense of Can- 
ada against aggression he included in the 
all-American system the only country in the 
New World belonging to another sytem. 

The Pan-American policy ties into the 
trade policy. It is not for economic reasons 
alone that the State Department has concen- 
trated on opening up or keeping open the 
channels of international commerce. With 
each year Washington has become increas- 
ingly aware that foreign trade is more 
than an exchange of products, Free com- 
merce is also the key to a free world. It is 
the first line of attack and defense in the 
economic war between closed economies and 
free economies. The Anglo-American trade 
treaty is expected by the White House to 
put a roof over the Hull agreements and a 
foundation under the whole structure of 
world commerce.

There is no longer talk in Washington of 
a “parallel line” with Great Britain. At 
this moment both governments are going 
their separate ways. Mr. Chamberlain is 
smashing ahead, regardless, with his peace- 
at-a-price policy, and Mr. Roosevelt is 
watching the attempt with mixed feelings. 

Yet the President is convinced his peace 
effort in the recent European crisis was 
heartily approved by the American people 
and that the Munich decisions, and what 
they imply, are having a distinct effect on 
American policy. 

The first effect, as has been said, is the 
emphasis on the unity and co-operation of 
the nations of the Western Hemisphere. 

The second is the determination to arm. 
Actually, we are trailing in the armaments 
race, but Mr. Roosevelt is determined to 
make up for lost time and a late start. He 
ig resolved that the United States shall be 
armed, “not to the teeth, but certainly to 
the hip.” 

Concretely, the President may be expected 
to press Congress for an early revision of 
the Neutrality Act. Despite the fact that 
we are warier than ever as to commitments, 
and that Mr, Roosevelt is as wary as the 
wariest, it is plain that the Neutrality Act is 
a handy instrument of policy which he would 
like to be free to use in an emergency. If 
this instrument were more flexible, it might 
easily keep us out of war, he says, by en- 
abling us to strengthen and support our own 
interests.

A Key to Modern Mexico 


Books in the News 


HE violent and bitter history of Mexico 

is a tale worth anybody’s telling, but until 
Ernest Gruening contributed his masterly 
study of this country’s social and economic 
development there was really no single vol- 
ume in English which presented the subject 
in a form both compact and inclusive. Mr, 
Gruening’s history was so authoritative that 
one might have assumed there was no need 
for another along the same line. 

Nevertheless, Prof. Henry Bamford Parkes 
has written one which he calls simply “A 
History of Mexico” (Houghton Mifflin Co, 
Boston), and its justification is apparent 
to anyone who reads it. This is due not 
only to the greater detail with which the 
pre-conquest period is treated and the final 
chapter on Cardenas which brings the story 
up to date, but to the illuminating perspec- 
tive it offers at every stage of the narrative, 

The necessity for an accurate and sympa 
thetic understanding of Mexico by the peo 
ple of the United States was never 80 
urgent as now. To achieve this under- 
standing, the inquiring American should 
know that the true explanation of the va- 
rious phenomena that meet the eye of the 
foreign visitor—or even the foreign resident 
—is practically never the obvious one. 

Why do the Mexican masses show a pro- 
found indifference to the privilege of the 
ballot? Why does the obvious self-seeker 
and scarcely less obvious petty grafter still 
exist on a large scale in an administration 
dominated by a man of such obvious integ- 
rity as Cardenas? Why does the Govern 
ment persist in its land policy when peas 
ants still have no conception of agricultural 
production on a national scale? 

The .best way for anyone to find the an 
swers is to understand the process of con- 
ditioning to which the Mexican mass has 
been submitted by its Guzmans, Iturbides, 
Santa Annas, Diazes and Huertas, corrupt 
Spanish overlords and calculating exploiters. 

Prof. Parkes’ history is explicit, clear, 
sympathetic to the half-articulated aspira- 
tions of the masses and at the same time 
scrupulous in presentation of facts. The 
vividness of the panorama derives not from 
prejudiced emotions, but from the descrip- 
tive precision he has applied to many arrest- 
ing personalities and the influences which 
threw them into relief. T. B.S.

Unionists Active Since 1868. 


The unionists have been active in 
English politics since 1868, when 
they appointed their first parlia- 
mentary committee and especially 
since the “new unionism” of 1880, 
which saw the organization of large 
nubers of unskilled workers. 

The Labor politicians were most 
effective when they had a specific 
grievance to remedy.

held the famed Taff Vale decision 
in which an appellate court had 
held that a union’s funds might be 
taken for acts committed by its 
members. This was a direct blow 
at the effectiveness of the strike, 
and it gave the Labor representa- 
tives a live issue until 1905 when 
the decision was nullified by legis- 
lation. 

The Lords presented the party 
with a similar issue in 1909 by their 
decision in the Osborne case, hold- 
ing that unions might not use dues 
for political purposes. This diffi- 
culty was finally solved by the 
Trades Union Act of 1913, which 
permitted political levies, provided 
that those who objected to them 
were exempted or “contracted out.” 
After the general strike of 1926 
this was changed so that political 
funds could be collected only from 
those who specifically volunteered 
them, or “contracted in.” 

Laborite Socialism was always a 
weak brew, but with post-war dis- 
content it was enough to bring Mac- 
Donald into power in January, 1924. 
A Red scare overthrew his Govern- 
ment the following October despite 
a gain in Labor’s popular vote. Four 
years later, he was back—again 
with the help of the waning Liber- 
als. However, his own party rose 
against him when, under the pres- 


sure of hard times, he proposed’ 


a cut in unemployment benefits. 

MacDonald's answer was the for- 
mation of the National Government 
of 1931. This convinced many a 
worker that Labor politicians could 
not resist “the aristocratic em- 
brace,” but this idea is being dissi- 
pated by the rise of middle class 
and aristocratic party members. It 
is hard to imagine a man like 
Cripps, born with a silver spoon in 
his mouth, being impressed by an 
invitation from the “right people.” 
It will take more than a cup of tea 
in a manor house to change his con- 
victions. 


Condition of the Worker. 


Granted that Labor has been 
making a steady if unspectacular 
advance in the political arena, just 
what does this mean for the Brit- 
ish workers? Perhaps not so much 
as was expected. Unemployment in- 
surance statistics indicate that the 
number of English jobless has been 
reduced from 2,828,662 in 1932 to 
1,764,079 in March of this year. As 


in all countries, the depression left 
a legacy of permanently or semi- 
permanently unemployed. Of the 
former there were 279,000 in Feb- 
ruary of this year, This number 
is still growing. Between the sum- 
mers of 1935 and 1936, for exam- 
ple, it was increased by 22,900, or 
76 per cent. 

Using 1929 as a norm, the index 
figures of the International Labor 
Office at Geneva put the number 
of gainfully employed in Britain in 
1937 at 111.3. Economists, how- 
ever, agree that there should have 
been a greater advance over the 
last boom year because of the in- 
crease in gopulation. Unemploy- 
ment ig still a very serious prob- 
lem in certain fields such as docks 
and shipping where about 25 per 
cent of the workers were without 
jobs last year. England enjoyed a 
considerable degree of recovery 
from the depression, and the reces- 
sion was not so severe as in the 
United States, but for many work- 
ers these facts meant nothing. 

Comparative Wages. 

Wages are just a shade above the 
1929 level, judged by International 
Labor Office index figures. The 
Geneva organization has calculated 
the current money wage of an En- 
glish worker at 104, compared with 
100 in 1929, and his real wage is 
placed at 110. 

However, it must be remembered 
that English wages were not high 
in 1929, Even at the higher level 
of 1937, an English building trades 
laborer got only a little more than 
$13 a week. English industrial la- 
borers averaged less than $10 a 
week. Dock workers got about $3.25 
a day, miners only $2.50 a shift. A 
great many skilled workers got less 
than $20 a week. The 48-hour week 
is still the general rule, although 
it has been cut to 44 in some fields. 

There seems to be more than 
a little truth in the rank-and- 
file belief that all England's so- 
cial legislation has only preserved 
a low wage scale instead of rais- 
ing it. Workers do not always 
realize that England's shrinking 
foreign market — due to the cut- 
throat competition of newly indus- 
trialized countries like Japan—is 
a major factor in the problem. 

So there is a real demand for 
positive aciion—for an advance to- 
ward collectivism. Labor's frank 
and file is drifting to the Left of 
its conservative leadership.

He cut swollen Democratic popu- 
lar majority votes for Governor for 
the last decade to a fractional per- 
centage. Lehman’s 67,000 re-elec- 
tion majority looks big in figures. It 
is a hairline margin in percentage 
of the total vote cast, 

Based on the Lehman-Dewey vote 
alone, New York would be classed 
among the virtual 50-50 states in 
party division of the statewide vote. 
It is on majorities for senator and 
representatives-at-large that the 
Democrats rely to challenge any 
suco classification statistically. 
Those contests were won by very 
comfortable, if reduced margins, 
but they did not diminish in the

On Taft's Behalf. 

Taft boomers have a diversified 
basis for their contentions that he 
must be regarded as the leading 
contender.

It ousted Democrats from 
the governorship, the Senate and 13

If it develops into a Dewey-Taft 
race for first place for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination in 
1940, the Ohioan has an apparent 
advantage in the forum in which 
fe could advance his claim. The 
Senate, particularly with New Deal 
farm policy up for Republican fire, 
will afford him a national audience. 

Dewey rose to a place of national 
political prominence through his 
New York City racket-suppressing 
crusade, Defeat returned him to 
that duty. If it keeps him on the 
news pages over the next two years, 
he will be kept in mind politically. 


SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS

Question of Panama Canal.

Henry J. Allen, and was 
judge of the Court of Industrial 
Relations and chairman of the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission, before the 
one-term governorship. 

In the Court of Industrial Rela- 
tions, Reed did not at all times sat- 
isfy union labor, and he has not 
had formal labor indorsements in 
bis campaigns—did not have one 
this year, yet ran well in the coun- 
ties where the labor vote is largest. 
On the Utilities Commission, he 
used and extended his already wide 
knowledge of, transportation rates, 
a subject on which he has become 
an authority. On leaving the Com- 
mission in 1925, he engaged in pro- 
fessional practice as a rate expert, 
and represented oil producers, farm- 
ers and industrial shippers before 
state bodies and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 

As & newspaper editor, Reed has 
not snatched away any of the lau- 
rels of his friend, White of Em- 
poria. Parsons folks say he has 
given the town a good paper, but 
the only editorial they are likely to 
recall is the one about Judge Pol- 
lock. The paper is run in his ab- 
sence by Lester Combs and Clyde 
M. Reed Jr., youngest of Mr. and 


Mrs. Reed’s seven children.

The “American standard of liv- 
ing” is a myth, according to George 
H. Gray of New Haven, Conn., 
chairman of the subcommittee of 
the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, which is studying basic prin- 
ciples for the national housing 
movement. It means one thing for 
one income, end other things for 
every other income, Gray says. 

“The housing problem is so ¢x- 
tensive that it is of the utmost im- 
portance that the standards which 
we establish shall be sound—neither 
go costly as to slow up the program 
nor so skimped as to miss the 
fundamental purpose. The crux of 
the problem lies in the determina- 
tion of what are reasonable stand- 
ards of living. 

Let us concede that healthful 
living is the criterion and that aside 
fro: merely biologically sanitary 
housing we must have housing 
making for efficiency and cheerful- 
ness, with facilities for recreation 
for all ages. But where draw the 
line? Thrift and frugality are still 
virtues not to be lost in exchange 
for indulgence and luxury. Rehous- 
ing so large a proportion of our 
population is a program so exten- 

sive that in order to reach all those 
needing better housing there must 
be no over-reaching for unwarrant- 
ed high standards of living.” 


Subsidized Housing. 


During the coming year the A. L 
‘A. group headed by Gray will make 
an intensive study of certain fea- 
tures which originated in the PWA 
program for subsidized housing, 
and which if not modified by early 
action may, it is held, become cry- 
stalized as a standard, to the detri- 
ment of the future U. . H. A. 
work, Organized investigation and 
action in “the great No Man's Land 
of incipient slum areas” is said to 
be needed. Ways to bring into 
greater activity non-subsidized 
housing as undertaken by private 
enterprise must be found, it is 
pointed out. 

“The PWA,” Gray continues, 
“made an admirable start in analyz- 
ing the national housing problem, 
in establishing standards and pro- 
cedures, and in establishing a point 
of departure for future work, but 
jt was only a start. That work 
was done by a highly centralized 
Federal organization, with local tal- 
ent co-operating. The current and 
the future work under U. 8, H. A. 
will be highly localized, with the U. 
S. H. A. at Washington co-operat- 
ing. That is a distinction of funda- 
mental significance. 

Rests With Authorities. 

“The development of good public 
housing from now on -rests very 
largely with the local housing au- 


thorities and the local architects. |. 


It is a challenge to the communi- 
ties to put their most enlightened 
citizens on their housing authori- 
ties and to the architectural pro- 
fession to make their ablest con- 
tribution in solving an immense 
and fascinating problem. 

“To accomplish its end the new 
housing must be enduring. Only 
such design and construction as is 
of proven value must go into the 
houses; yet without losing these 
there is good reason to believe that 
there can be a very appreciable 
scaling down from the high initial 
standards wisely set by the PWA. 
Those standards made the housing 
projects available only to the very 
best financial risks in the slum 
areas, the marginal families, and 
they are not the ones whose need 
is greatest.

A further recovery in residential 
construction may be expected, the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
reported yesterday, provided there 
are no “untoward incidents such as 
a sudden increase in building costs.” 

The board, in a summary of the 
latest reports from various parts 


‘| of the country, said, “it appears as 


if the potential demand due to an 
accumulated housing shortage is 
now transferring itself 50 effec. | * 
tive demand.” 

The board observed that 3 
much remains to be done, “a fun- 
damental reform of home mortgage 
finance has been achieved since the 
summer of 1933 when the Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation and the 
Federal Home Loan Bank System 
began their effective work. With- 
in five years, a substantial portion 
of the nation’s home mortgage in- 
debtedness has been transferred 
from a short-term to a more ade- 
quate long-term basis. 

“The straight mortgage. loan has 
to a large extent been replaced by 
the sounder amortized direct-reduc- 
tion loan. Scientific appraisal prac- 
tices have been introduced, provid- 
ing better security for mortgages. 
In connection with construction 
leans, sounder building standards 
are being developed by lending in- 
stitutions.” 

On the other hand, the board 
notes from its surveys, that “it can- 
not be overlooked that the building 

prospect is still clouded by the large 
volume of institutionally-owned real 
estate acquired by foreclosure,” and 
these properties are a “troublesome 
burden to many lending institu- 
tions and a constant threat to the 
real estate market, An intelligent 
program for their absorption would 
spur new private construction.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 19. —William 
Randolph Hearst, newspaper pub- 
lisher, proposed tonight tae use of 
Germany's former African territory 
as a homeland for Jewish refugees 
from the Nazi nation. 

In a speech pesperes oe for a na- 
tion-wide broadcast, Hearst urged 
that “this extensive and splendid 
state, if it should be mandated to 
England, France and the United 


States as protectors, can be created 


into a great and wholly adequate 
homeland for the driven and de- 
spairing part of the Jewish people 
wao desire a national homeland.” 

Hearst offered his plan as an 
alternative to recent proposals to 
colonize Jews in Baja, Lower Cali- 
fornia, and in the Southern section 
of Brazil, Of these proposals, he 
said: 

“The whole proposition of Lower 
California has so little basis of 
merit as a permanent homeland for 
the Jews that it could almost be 
considered as a speculative real es- 
tate development.” 

He said the Brazil plan was 
“much more worthy of considera- 
tion,” but that tae most practical 
idea “would seem to be to employ 
the extensive German colonies in 
Africa.” 

“There is right and retributive 
justice, too, in not returning the 
former German colonies to a Nazi 
Germany,” he said. 

“Africa is rapidly becoming an- 
other America. Colonized by the 
most  highly-civilized European 
Powers, it is progressing in cultiva- 
tion and civilization daily. 

“If those Jews, who are harried 
by European and Oriental barbar- 
ism, could possess as their own not 
a little trivial piece of bad land 
from the poorer part of some minor 
African possession, but the entire 
former German colonies, and could 
add to these in time if necessary 
the Belgian Congo, and all or part 
of the Portuguese African posses- 
sions, they could and would create 
in due course one of the great na- 
tions of the earth.”

Walter Damrosch’s pianologues 
on the subjeet of the Wagner op- 
eras was a feature of the New 
York season for many years. Olin 
Downes has worked out the idea 
with the assistance of such cele- 
brated artists as Yehudi Menuhin, 
Josef Hoffman, Walter Gieseking 
and the whole ensemble of the 
Boston Symphony orchestra, Ernest 
Schelling has successfully com- 
bined words with music for gath- 
erings of children in New Tork, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore ahd other 
cities and Sigmund Spaeth, who 
specializes in tracing the origin of 
tunes, has made a certain knowl- 
edge of music easy-to-take by using 
a similar method with grownups. 


It is on the radio, however, that 
the musical commentator, speak- 
ing in his own voice, has been 
heard most extensively. The prac- 
tice of having a well-known critic 
or musicologist speak a few words 
about the program during the 
course of an opera or concert arose 
out of the desire to keep all possi- 
ble listeners faithful to one sta- 
tion. Attendants at a concert in 
a public auditorium usually spend 


the intermission in the lobby. They 


smoke, they promenade or they gos- 


| sip with their friends until a 


warning bell sends them eagerly 


‘|—0Or reluctantly—back to their 
| seats. But the promoters of radio 


programs seem to believe that if a 
listener ever leaves their program 
he will never return. So they fur- 
nish a speaker who tells stories 
about the early lives of the com- 
posers or analyzes the true inward- 


ness of the music they have heard, 
until the program resumes. 


The widespread response to such 
commentators as Deems Taylor 
would seem to indicate that the 
public is not averse to being in- 
structed about music if it can be 
done with sufficient wit and charm. 


True enough the attitude of a 
listener who can turn it off when- 
ever he is tired of listening may 
be measurably different from that 
of a casual concertgoer who ¢an 
only escape by forcing a row full 
of dowagers to their feet. The 
latter may be resentful of an ele- 
ment of compulsion in the situation. 


For this and other reasons one 
might conclude that formal. com- 
ment on the music is not a proper 
part of a concert. So far as the 
ordinary concert.is concerned this 
is undoubtedly true. But there is 
much to be said in favor of an 
oral presentation of program 
notes at a concert which will be 
dominated by unfamiliar music. 


Such a concert will be given next 
Sunday by the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra, under the direction of its 
conductor, Viadimir Golschmann, at 
the Municipal Auditorium. The pro- 
gram is designed to meet a certain 
demand from music lovers who al- 
ready have an interest in “Music 
of Our Time” and to stimulate an 
interest in those who have not yet 
reached the demanding stage. Ad- 
mission prices will be within the 


“popular” range. | 
As programs of contemporary 
music go this will be nothing to set 
anybody on his ear. Half of it will 
be taken over by Sibelius, who is 
no incendiary, though one of the 
most distinguished of living com- 
posers. The other composers, who 


will be represented are Cal Eppert 
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and David Diamond, both success- 
ful American composers, and Sergei 
Prokofieff, the Russian. But where- 
as any ordinary gathering of con- 
certgoers should be able to take 
this music in its stride, their en- 
joyment should also be greatly en- 
hanced by a few tactful words in- 
tended to reveal its peculiar char- 
acter more clearly. 

The interlocutor chosen for this 
occasion is Cariton Smith. He is a 
sound musician and a widely in- 
formed journalist. Better than that. 
he has had an extended training, 
as music critic of Esquire, in mak- 
ing his discussion lively. Those 
who read Esquire will not have to 
be told that its editors don’t care 
how profound a story is as long 
as it's daring enough. 

Mr. Smith, therefore, can be 
counted on to temper his erudition 
to the necessity of keeping his au- 
dience in their seats and awake. 
What he has to say about Messers. 
Diamond, Eppert and Prokofieff 
should be interesting and informa- 
tive to anybody who listens. And 
nobody is in a better position to 
present an illuminating, first-hand 
portrait of Sibelius.

PLAY and a production which 
popped up on Broadway this 
week do much to prove that 
although college fraternity boys 
are traditionally short of cash they 
ean become quick and sure finan- 
ciers when the pressure grows too 


great. 

The production of this new com- 
edy, “Where Do We Go From 
Here?” is a series of real-life ad- 
ventures much more exciting than 
the fictional plot on the stage. 

It was written by William Bow- 
ers, a 22-year-old newspaper man 
of Long Beach, Cal. Finding no 
gale for it, he gathered a group of 
amateur actors and they decided 
to produce it themselves. 

They contributed a little of their 
own money to rent a theater. They 
staged an impromptu concert that 
earned enough to pay for scenery 
material. Fortunately, one actor’s 
father was a designer and painter 
and he contributed his services. 
Another actor was a cousin of 
Dwight Taylor, successful Holly- 
wood scenario writer, and he per- 
guaded cousin Dwight to see their 
show. : 

Cousin Dwight thought that it 
was a good Broadway bet and per- 
suaded another playwright, Oscar 
Hammerstein, to join him in pro- 
ducing the play in New York. They 
promised the West Coast actors 
that any who succeeded in getting 
to New York could play their orig- 
inal roles here, and six of them ar- 
rived, some by hitch-hiking. 

The play is a breezy comedy, 
suavely performed, and has’ only 
one defect—it has practically no 
plot. It is simply the story of a 
group of boys in a fraternity house 
of a Midwestern college, They are 
frantically trying to raise $10,000 
to prevent their house from being 
sacrificed, but a quick canvass of 
the alumni brothers fails to raise 
any cash aid. Ironically, the bank- 
er who threatens to foreclose on 
them is one of their own fraternity 
brothers. 

The solution of their dilemma is 
simply that they discover the man 
who holds the mortgage has no 
right to foreclose. 

That is really all the plot there 
is, but it u interwoven with so 
many humorous characters and 
gags that it comes off as a witty 
and mostly entertaining revelation 
of the humorous, bawdy and em- 
barrassing scenes that apparently 
happen to a group of fraternity 
brothers.

PROBLEMS IN ST LOUIS 


Social Planning Council Survey 
to Seek Basis for City 
Program, 


The appointment of a commis- 
sion to make a thorough study of 
social problems confronting the 
youth of St. Louis was announced 
yesterday by Dr. Liewellyn Sale, 
president of the Social 
Council of St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. The survey will be made 
under the auspices of the council 
and the St. Louis Bureau for Men. 


Dr. Sale said the purpose of the 


study was to “enable St. Louis to 
know and plan for its youth.” The 
commission, he said, is to consider 
the needs of youth and to appraise 
the facilities and resources for 
meeting them. 

The commission will make rec- 
ommendations to the Council in 
regard to procedures and changes 
in existing programs. It is also 
to assist to the council in carry- 
ing out approved recommendations. 
Much of the detail work is to be 
carried out through a series of tech- 
nica] committees, the first of which 
will be assigned to research. 

Other technical groups will con- 
duct investigations in health prob- 
lems, recreation, education, Negro 
youth plans and leisure time ac- 
tivities. The commission will issue 
periodic bulletins as the program 
progresses.

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ITH the beatification last Sunday of Mother Frances Xavier Cabrini, 
V the first American citizen ever to have been so honored by the Roman 
Catholic Church, some of her former associates and students of her 

life work are freely predicting that she will be canonized within a few years, 
thus becoming the first sainted American citizen. Italian born, Mother Cabrini 
came to this country in 1889 with five nuns, dedicated to religious effort among 
her countrymen in America. Naturalized, here she remained until death in 
1917 at Chicago in a hospital she had founded. From the little band of nuns 
she led to these shores has grown the Order of the Missionary Sisters of the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus. Her beatification—the act of proclaiming her 
blessed, usually a step toward canonization—is directly attributable to ac- 
ceptance by Church authority of two miracles. These, supported at formal 
inquiries by first-hand testimony, concern the recovery of two persons 
from ailments deemed medically incurable. She died at 67, after only 28 
years in the United States. But she had founded 67 institutions, excluding 
scores built on the efforts of other members of her order, now numbering more 
than 5000.. For canonization, two more miracles must be attributed to the now 
Blessed Mother Cabrini, then be accepted by the Pope, after painstaking proof.
